Further south, in Salem, Oregon, on September 27, 1992, 
Hattie May Cohans, a black lesbian, and Brian Mack, a gay man, 
were killed when their apartment was firebombed by nazi 
skinheads. Mack had been badly beaten in front of his apartment 
building by nazi skinheads a couple weeks before. The skinheads 
who called him faggot and queer while beating him, beat him j 
so badly he required sevéral stitches and one eye was swollen 
completely shut. Mack, a large man with mental disabilities 

said he did not defend himself because his attackers were smaller 
than he. Upon hearing of this, Cohen became enraged. With 

two of her cousins she tracked down the ringleader of the beating 
and beat him. 

Í Cohans was a very active and vocal person, described by 
friends as "a tough, no-nonsense dyke". Her outspoken hatred 
of racism and homophobia, and the fact that a black lesbian 

and white gay man were living together, drew the gross ire 

and obscene hatred of nazis. She and Mack were targets, and 

in the early morning hours of September 27, the demented nazi 
fucks made their final attack. While Cohen and Mack slept their 
apartment was firebombed.  Awaking but unable to get out the 
two were burned alive. 


The police response, as usual, added insult to injury. 
While arresting four skinheads, the police refused to recognize 
it as a hate crime, saying that they suspected it to be “gang 
related" because, according to police, they thought there was 
a chance that Cohens two cousins were involved with the Cripal 
This bears striking similarities to the police responses to 
the murder of Buchannan in Olympia, as well as other nazi attack. 
in Portland and Seattle. 

In Seattle on April 30 of this year three skinheads in 
a blue car drove by three men walking together on Summit Avenue 
near University Street. One of the pedestrians noticed that 
one of the skinheads was standing up through the car's sunroof 
pointing a gun at them and yelled to his companions to duck. 

As the tree dove behind parked cars the armed man yelled "Watch 
out, queers!" and fired off three rounds from his .380-caliber 
firearm,  Noone was hit, but one of the men was injured crawling 
under a parked car. A similar anti-queer drive by was reported 
a couple days later. There have been many other reports of 
queer-bashing throughout the Capitol Hill area by skinheads. 

These are only a couple examples of the escalating nazi 
harassment and attacks in our area. The growing activity and 
public presence of nazi skins is very serious. Such groups 
as American Front, White Aryan Resistance, the Klan, Aryan 
Nations, and Church of the Creator are very well funded, very 
well armed, have extensive training programs and facilities, 
and are very serious about attaining their goals: A 


white-supremacist fascist society. Skinheads are th

get control of the streets through intimidation, harassment 

and physical attacks. They attempt to recruit others into their 
movement with images of toughness, pride, purposefulness, and 
dedication to one another. They also use promises of jobs and 
housing as recruitment tools. 

To leave the growth of nazis unchecked is to endanger 
ourselves and our communities, and to wipe out any hope we have 
of living free. Nazis are often attracted most to places where 
they can carry out their activities free of scrutiny and fear 
of harassment or retribution. Unchallenged, their power grows.

NAZI SKINS ACTIONS ESCALATE 


Nazi skinheads have had a visible presence in the Puget 
Sound and the rest of the Pacific Northwest as of late. 
Incidences of attacks on and harassment of gays and lesbians 
and non-caucasians have been escalating. In Seattle, skinheads 
have been a constant on Broadway Avenue in Capitol Hill and 
on University Avenue in the U-District. Swastikas and racist 
graffiti and stickers have been posted throughout the city, 
and witnesses reported a Nazi mini-march along Broadway recently, = 
in which around 10 skinheads locked arms and marched up one (its 
side of Broadway and then back down the other, 

In Olympia, several American Front skins disrupted a Pugazi 
show, punching and kicking people at the show and seig heiling 
the band, before being driven out of the theater. Olympia 
residents have said that Olympia has seen a marked increase 
in nazi graffiti and propaganda, as well as increasing numbers 
of boneheads downtown. 

The apparent increase in numbers and visible presence 1 
especially a concern in this area following the August 1992 
murders. 

On the evening of August 9, 1992, two skinheads showed 

'up in Sylvester park in downtown Olympia. They falsely claimed 
to be SHARPS (Skinheads Against Racial Prejudice); in reality 
the two were closely affiliated to the racist nationalist 
American Front, and also had strong ties to Aryan Nations. 

One of the men, Jerry Rappali, used to live in Olympia, and 
was a known affiliate of nazis there. The other man, Marvin 
Ray Gustafasson, lived in Seattle, where the two had driven 
down from. 

Shortly after the skinheads had arrived in the park, Bob 
Buchanan showed up. Bob was a seventeen-year-old anti-racist, 
who had an Asian mother and a caucasian father. He was known 
in Olympia for his punk style of dress and his "street punk" 
lifestyle. Although he had previously had run-ins with Jerry 
and his former Olympia companions, Bob left the park with the 
two men, apparently either believing Jerry had rejected his 
white power beliefs, or that if any trouble started he would 
be able to leave. At one point the two askéd Bob what he thought 
about nazis, and Bob replied that he hated them. 

At some point after leaving the park the three men bought 
some beer and went under the railroad tunnel at Seventh and . 
Jefferson to drink it. It was here that Rapalli and Gustafasson, 
driven by their racial hatred, brutally beat and killed Bob 
Buchannan. After pummeling Bob, kicking in several ribs, and 
stabbing him seven times with a knife, the two men literally 
smashed in his head with a parking meter pole. Bob was left 
dead shortly after midnight. 

After leaving the railroad tunnel, Rapalli and Gustafasson 
drove south in their car. While stopped for gas at an AM-PM 
in Grand Mound (in southern Thurston County), the nazis got 
into an argument and scuffle with another customer. They 

returned to their car, withdrew an assault rifle, and sprayed 
the car of the other customer. Three people were injured and 

a Sixty year old man sleeping in the back seat was killed. 

When police later apprehended the two, their car trunk was filled 
with assault rifles and automatic handguns. It is not clear 
where they were planning to transport the weapons.

The Reform Party acts 
as*a Parliamentary voice for 
soft-fascism, with their racist policies 
against immigration, womyn, queers 
and so on. They have a very strong 
christian influence and as the party 
gains more and more support, right 
wing christians are gaining more 
Parliamentary power. As the Reform 
Party gains acceptance as a part of 
the Canadian political institution, 
and as the radical right carries out 
more attacks and gains more influence, 
the already entrenched political parties 
know that they can use this to help 
justify the fulfillment of their own 
Statefascist policies. 

Another dangerous aspect of the fascist 
movement is the migration of nazi 
Skinheads to BC from eastern Canada, 
In Victoria last summer, the boneheads 
roamed without fear in packs of 8 or 
more, They sprayed fascist graffiti, 
intimidated and beat up people. Worst 
of all possibly, they had control of 
the streets. Even after their numbers 
dwindled during the winter, a single 
bonehead could walk around downtown 
without fear. The fascist skins in 

BC definitely have contact and 
affiliation with WAR, Aryan Resistance 
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Movement(ARM), American Front, COTC 
and others. They are not usually 
self-organized, and instead are under 
the direction and influence of other 
fascist groupings, as is the case in 
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Communication-discussion on all levels-interpersonal-local- 
national-international. This is something that is critically 
needed in our revolutionary movement, Likewise, communication, 
real communication,is needed in most peoples everyday lives. 
Discussion provides roots for Solidarity and resistance,

"A PROGRAM FOR DEFEA 
THE NONSENSE 6F ‘NONVIOLENCE’ 


Much time and effort are spent debatin amo 
who oppose in whole or in part the agendas of RS 
state and right-wing forces, the issue of "violence." The main 
questión, which arises time and again: "Is the use of violence 
necessary and proper in a struggle for liberation?" 


It seems as though this debate will never be 

| resolved... and in a way it cannot be. The Ea e LL e 

is that the question and the debate they inspire are based upon 
illusory concepts. They stem from certain assumptions which 
have no real bearing outside of an intellectual discussion or 
theoretical situation. To debate "violence" with a pacifist 
is quite like arguing the existence of god with a religious 
person: both have predetermined ideological values which being 
based in illogic, are incredibly resistant to reality. | 

The "violence question" assumes several things: That there 
is a clear line distinguishing what is violent and what is not; 
that each act involving violence is the Same, equivalent; that 
all acts involving violence are Bad; and that any Society has, 
will, or can exist absent of any violence, assuming furthermore 
that such a society will be attained through complete avoidance 
of violence on the personal level. 

One is hard pressed to find where exactly the line of 
violence exists in defining the non-violent ideal.. A general 
definition of violence could be, "aggression manifested 
physically or a physical action which has negative physical 
consequences upon another." In actual practice, though, 
definitions vary widely. Some believe that physical action 
against another in a situation in which ones life or well being 
are not threatened constitutes "violence". Others believe that 
physical action in against another human in any situation is 

violence". Others would say that damaging property also 
constitutes "violence". And still others insist that any 


expression of anger, hostilit or hatred ab 
other thing is "violence". * embar against any 


But whichever ideal the pacifist holds they all share a 

| common view: that "violence" is bad, that the less violence 

the better, and that through minimizing personal violence we 

| make the world a better place both on a personal and a social 
| level. The two major flaws in this idea are that violence is — 

| inherent in life and that all forms of violence are by no means >>, 


| the same,

truthfully call all violence "wrong".

Yet pacifists present a concept of violence through which ys à 
one could actually judge such things wrong. They insist that E o ipie d / 
all violence has a negative impact upon life and the earth, Nee ree Oe aD “of 


that all such acts create a culture of violence. Yet never 
has there been a pacifist who existed without some measure of 
violence, 


The pacifist errs greatly in comparing all acts of 
as the same, lumping them into one. Several of the.in 
tribes living in the plains states hunted buffalo, They usually 
used every part of the buffalo, for food, clothing, tools, 
Some tribes even worshipped the buffalo. On the other 
Theodore Roosevelt used to go out on large buffalo hunts in 
which he and several of his friends would roam the plains, 
killing every buffalo in sight. After hundreds, sometimes 
thousands, had been killed they would return home, leaving the 
dead buffalo to rot where they fell. Are these two acts equal, 
the same? On the same track are the cavalry attacks upon 
indigenous villages and indigenous attacks upon cavalry outposts 
to be seen as equivilantly wrong? Would the pacifist proclaim 
that to strike out in self-defense and to firebomb a city are 
morally the same act, both feeding a "culture of violence"? 
They may not say it outright, but is this not the implication 
of their beliefs? 

Obviously there are differentiations in violence. There 
are those violent actions which are necessary to survival, and 
those which are not. And there are violent acts which hamper 
life, violent acts which aid life, violent acts which do neither, 
and many violent acts which aid some while hampering others. 

Those who "practice non-violence" do so not on a wholistic 
or total level, but rather on a selective basis. Some violence 
is accepted, while other violence is judged unacceptable. The 
question now becomes not the complete elimination of violence, 
but rather where the pacifist will and will not accept violence, 
This randomness in actual practice combined with a rigidness 
in ideology creates a near pathological schism. 

Pacifists believe that any action involving violence in 
a political context is wrong, There are two main camps here: 
the liberal pacifist, and the radical pacifist, 

The liberal pacifist believes that society can be reformed, 
that the problem is violence in and of itself, that a change 
in certain laws and political attitudes is all that is necessary 
to create the perfect society, a peaceful society. The radical 
pacifist believes that the society itself perpetuates violence, 
and that there must be a fundamental change in the structure 
of society for a peaceful world to be attained. But both, 
through actions based upon their shortsighted ideology, cripple 
their own attempts at change, and oftentimes actually increase 
the violence of society, by strengthening the social structure 
and ideologically disarming those who oppose it, 

The liberal pacifist is never a threat to society. They 
focus virtually all of their energy towards politicians: marching 
to city hall, having politicians speak at their rallies and 
on their issues, getting people involved in electoral politics, 
They never seem to realize that a focus on politicians is the 
least likely venue for real social change. The more "radical" 
among the liberal pacifists organize mass non-violent arrest- 
a-thons and non-violence trainings -- as though. going to a 
predetermined place and placing oneself in the custody of the 
police were an effective way to change society, and as though 
being paSsive and non-violent in the face of authority was 
y something people need additional training at!

(VIOLENCE? But again, the liberal pacifist does more than impede their 
g own ability to create change -- they aggressively attempt to 
3 defuse others, as well. They work closely with the police. 

pg They attempt to assert a strong-handed control over any 
resistance to the corporate state. They often have political 
career aspirations, And by constantly recognizing and 
reaffirming the right of others to rule over us, by enforcing 
a code of submission and acquiescence to police and state 
authority, the liberal pacifist strengthens the government at 
every turn. 
The actions of the liberal pacifists of today are senseless. 
In a struggle for freedom all tactics must be utilized, and 
often those tactics which do not of necessity require physical 
confrontation and may involve arrest are very effective in a 
given situation. The free speech fights in the early part of 
this century, the sit-ins and bus boycotts of the civil rights 
movement, industrial strikes, slowdowns,. and stoppages... All 
of these have proven highly effective in given situations. 
But why they are effective is because they directly challenge 
oppressive laws and conditions. Whether through refusal to 
participate or by contradicting established rules, these methods 
challenged, some facet of control directly and concretely. 
But what is the sense in such actions as traveling across 
the country in order to cross a cattle guard and immediately 
be arrested at the Nevada nuclear test site? They cross, they 
are arrested, they are released, they go home. This is no 
challenge, no threat to the nuclear barons... this is inane! 
If one truly wants to impede the development of nuclear weapons 
there are a broad range of actions one can take. Destroy the 
computers and capital which are used to make them, damage the 
Systems designed to utilize them, fight the system which produces 
them, or, for creating toxins which will poison for millennium 
to come and taking our extinction as an acceptable risk, execute 
the corporate executive fuckers who profit off building them 
in the first place. But doing something the effect of which 
is nothing, nothing, other than ones own arrest -- This seems 
the act of one either ignorant or uncaring whether their actions 
really change anything. 
And this is exactly what the liberal non-violent activist 
often is: ignorant of the mechanizations of society, and/or 
not at all desirous of any change within the structure of 
Society. They are mostly of class positions which benefit from 
the current social order, at least materially. They do not 
suffer the brunt of social violence, they do not have to dea! 
with poverty and military repression (such as police brutality) - 
as a day to day reality. Thus, they can be satisfied with the 
pacifying illusion of "symbolic resistance". They have the 
luxury to disregard necessary tactics, because they do not want 
real change. Real resistance has much to high a price tag to 
be of any, value to them. The liberal pacifist want nothing 
that will! shake up their own lives. To them, radical action 
creates violence, because they do not have to deal with the 
constant stream of violence which is endemic to this society. 
On| the other hand there are the "radical" and anarchist 
pacifists. They believe that this social order perpetuates 
injustice and violence and that there must be crucial and 
sweeping changes in society as a whole for a peaceful society 
to be attained. But they also believe that violence in and 
of itself is a, or the, main problem, and thus oppose using 
any violence in attaining a new Society. They give several 
reasons for their opposition to violence: Using violence brings 
repression down upon "the movement"; violence creates vanguards 
and surrogate states; violence is coercive and oppressive; 
violence allows the strong to rule over the weak; violence _ 
turns people away from "the movement". 
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The deflant Mohawk warrlors at Oka and Kobnawake 
galvanized native resistance and thrust aboriginal rights 
into the center of Canadian politica. 


NONVIOLENCE? 


The idea of any society being completely free of violence Pg4 
was addressed earlier. And again, there are differentiations 

in violence. Certainly the most constant and oppressive violence 
is the violence unleashed by the capitalist System -- the j 
physical violence, psychological violence, ecological violence, 
the violence of economic depravation, and all other violences 
of injustice. 

The radical and anarchist pacifists will point to urban 
crime and gang fights to demonstrate that violence is bad even 
when it does not come from the social rulers. And it is a fact 
that very often those oppressed by social violence turn their 
own violence against one another, further oppressing they 
themselves and those around them. 

But this violence is mostly a social by-product. When 
people are denied access to vital material goods, or when they 
are inundated by messages that their worth is determined by 
having things which they do not have, they often turn to robbing 
those around them in order to attain it. And when people are 
born into a society in which they have no place, no purpose, 
no reason, where they are crowded together in toxic shitholes, 
forced into subservience and existing as little more than capital 
siaves or parts in a machine for corporate profit, when this 
is the case people become jagged.

A good illustrator of this is battery chicken farms. In 
battery farms chickens are kept six to each one and one-half 
foot cages. The cages are stacked on top of one another such 
that the shit from the upper cages rains down onto the chickens 
below. The chickens entire lives are lived as egg production 
machines. The effect of this life is that the chickens turn 
on themselves and one another. They will go into frenzies, 
ripping themselves and other chickens to shreds, They often 
become cannibals. 

The farm owners' solution to this unwanted violence is to 
rip out the claws and rip off the beak of the chickens... thus | 
preventing them from hurting one another. This is very similar 
to the problem and proposed solution in human societies for 
social violence: disarm people, put them in tighter cages, 
keep them under closer watch and a heavier hand, all, ostensibly, 
to prevent them from hurting one another. In reality this is, 
both for chickens and humans, a solution geared only towards 
increasing productivity for the owners. The real solution for 
each must certainly be to break out of the cages, destroy the 
factory which enslaves them, and regain freedom and dignity 
in their lives. Elsewise the violence will always be repeated, 
and steps to prevent it will only create more efficient slaves. 


As to the arguments that, violence is coercive and 
oppressive, that it allows the strong to rule over the weak, 
that it creates vanguards and surrogate states. Again some 
violent acts are oppressive and coercive, some are not. The 
determinant, as with any act, is, "What are the ends, and 1s N 
this act geared towards those ends?" Anything can be coercivell 
and oppressive: words, ideas, information, physical action... 
it all depends on why and how they are utilized. Certainly 
the printed word has been used by societies rulers to control 
and oppress; shall we reject the printed word? A hammer may 
be used to build a prison or a gallows; shall hammers then 
be ostracized? Adolf Hitler must certainly have put a great 
amount of thought into his war campaigns and the writing of 
“Mein Kampf; is thinking to be deemed oppressive? 


Now any struggle for liberation is open to co-optaion, 

d this is something which all need be wary of. But this co- 

tation, vanguardism, and power-mongering happens even in 
ovements without any physically confrontative actions. 
Certainly the use of physical force raises the seriousness of 
actions and must be very considered and directed, but violent 
actions are of necessity no more or less oppressive than any 
other action. 


And while some claim that violent action turns people away 
from "the movement", 


this is simply a smokescreen. People are 

attracted to actions which they are able to perceive as effective 
and of import to they themselves. Certainty, we every person 
will be attracted to a movement due to any single ation, ut 
only a fool or a coward will criticize 4

PIPE OR "ZIP" GUNS 


Commonly known as "zip" guns, guns 
made from pipe have been made and used for 
years by juvenile punks. Today's Militants 
make them just for the hell of it or to shoot 
Once in an assassination or riot and throw 
away if there is any danger of apprehension. 

They can be used many times but with 
some, à length of dowel is needed to force out 
the spent shell.

First, a wooden stock is made and a groove 
is cut for the barrel to rest in. The barrel is 
then taped securely to the stock with a good, 
strong tape. 

The trigger is made from galvanized tin. A 
slot is punched in the trigger flap to hold a 
roofing nail, which is wired or soldered onto 
the flap. The trigger is bent and nailed to the 
stock on both sides. 

The pipe is a short length of one-quarter 
inch steel gas or water pipe with a bore that 
fits a cartridge, yet keeps the cartridge rim 
from passing through the pipe. 

The cartridge is put in the pipe and the cap, 
With a hole bored through it, is screwed on. 
Then the trigger is slowly released to let the 


nail pass through the hole and rest on the 
primer.

To fire, the trigger is pulled back with the 
left hand and held back with the thumb of 
the right hand. The gun is then aimed and the 
thumb releases the trigger and the thing actu- 
ally fires. 

Pipes of different lengths and diameters are 
found in any hardware store. All caliber bul- 
lets, from the .22 to the .45 arc used in such 
guns. 

Some zip guns are made from two or three 
pipes nested within each other. For instance, 
a .22 shell will fit snugly into a length of a 
car's copper gas line. Unfortunately, the cop- 
per is too weak to withstand the pressure of 
the firing. So the length of gas line is spread 
with glue and pushed into a wider length of 
pipe. This is spread with glue and pushed into 
a length of steel pipe with threads and a cap. 

Using this method, you can accommodate 
any cartridge, even a rifle shell. The first size 
of pipe for a rifle shell accommodates the 

bullet. The second accommodates its wider 
powder chamber. 


A 12-gauge shotgun can be-made from a 
3/4 inch steel pipe. If you want to comply 
with the gun laws, the barrel should be at 
least eighteen inches long. 

Its firing mechanism is the same as that for 
the pistol. It naturally has a longer stock and 
its handle is lengthened into a rifle butt. Also, 
a small nail is driven half way into each side 
of the stock about four inches in front of the 
trigger. The rubber band is put over one nail 
and brought around the trigger and snagged 
over the other nail. 

In case you actually make a zip gun, you 
should test it before firing it by hand. This is 
done by first tying the gun to a tree or post, 
pointed to where it will do no damage. Then 
a string is tied to the trigger and you go off 
several yards. The string is then pulled back 
and let go. If the barrel does not blow up, the 
gun is safe to fire by hand.

Depo-provera is a drus recently approved by thezDA for 
use as a female contraceptive in the U.S.. It is also 
being used on men who are known Sex offenders. This drug 
has been proven to diminish interest in sex and the "abilty 
to perform." Men who are rapists, exhibitionists, and 
child abusers are being pregcribed this drug as part of 
th&ér treatment/punishment, The controversy that surrounds 
this is, of course, masking the deeper issues .Jepo-provera 
has been shown to cause cancer in dogs and monkeys, It 
also causes dizziness high blood pressure, nausea, weight 
gain, headaches, insomnia, and hi&htmbrés in humans. This 
is upsetting some people for the reason that the men who 
have committed these crimes should not be forced to take 
this drug and endure these side-effecrs. This is a very 
real concern which should be taken seriously and under 
consideration. What isn't being taken into considerstion 
however, is why a drug created by the Upjohn companf (that 
makes them LOO million dollars a year in sales worldwide) 
is being prescribed equally to women who don't want to 
become pregnant and men who hava raped, murderdd, tortured, 
and abused. [he side- effects these men have reported are 
nothing new to women who use ór have used birth-control. 
Also, like the pill and Jorplant, Jepo-provera causes incred 
sed risk of breast cancer and unusual or irregular bleeding 
chat alters the natural cycle. | 


Ine use of birth control drugs as a coercive tactic by the | 
state can be very blatent. In Michigan , in the early 30's, 
a man who is related to the Upjohn family was found guilty 
of molesting his step-daughter. His sentence was a five 

M year treatment plan with Depo-provera. In an appeal, it was 
ruled that people cannot be forced to take the drug since 

it is not widely accepted as safe, Last year, in California, 
a woman who was convicted of beating her children was sen- 
tenced to one year in jail, 3 years probation, and 3 years 
on Norplant. This woman had 4 children and was pregnant. 
These rulings show how much more a rich man is valued over | 
a woman in this country. It also proves the amount of in- 
flugnce drug companies have and the control they excert over 
women in the guise of choice. Choice is presented to us as 
chemicals or surgical procedures that can ultimately kill us, 
Mainstream feminists are jumping up and down waving flags in 
the name of progress trying to convince themselves and the 
rest of us chat "we've come a long way baby." More forms 

of birth control are put on the market and we're supposed to 
be passified. Unfortunately, but as usual, this is just 
another notch in the patriarchy's belt in thier war against 
women. 
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A psychiatrist who prescribes Depo-provera for convicted 
male sex offenders said,"These are people whose desires 

seem to be concrolling them rather than the other way | 
around." his quote could easily be said by doctors, | 
scientists, drug companies, or the courts about women who 
have chosen not to have children. Women who sleep with men | 
need protection against presnancy. If they "chose" to use | 
any of these drugs, ic is the perfect opportunity to punish 
them for not breeding by altering their bodies and deadeni^) 
their sexual desire. The fact that cancer in dogs and mon- 
kies is cited as an arguement against the drug rather chan 
breast or uterine cancer in women shows the lack of impor- 
tance womens! health has in the medical and psychiatric 
fields. !

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PRISON POPULATION RISES 12.11 
The Bureau of Justice Statistica (BJS) has 


issued its annual bulletin on prison populations. 
The report stated the number of state and 
fecoral prisoners in: the U.S. grew by a record 
76,099 prisoners during 1989. This figure now . 
rosches a new high of 703,687 men and women 
in the nation's prisons. The number repre- 
sonta a 12.1 percent increase over the 627,588 
prisoners held at the end of 1988 


The report noted that at the end of 1989 


thore were 373,866 more prisoners than there 
were at the end of 1980, which ls an increase 
of ebout 113 percent. 


There were 39,689 female prisoners and 


, 063,998 male prisoners ae of December 1, 
The number of women prisoners incr- 
eased by 21.8 percent lest year, whereas the 
number of male priaoners grew by 11.6 per- 
cent. The female population has grown at a 
fester rate than hes the male population 
every year since 1981, when women were 4.2 
percent of the total prison population co - 
perad to 5.4 percent lest year.
